When buying early you have a 
chance to select from a considerable 
number in any herd, and you will 
come nearer to getting a first-class pig 
of the type that suits you. A. sire 
should be well accustomed to his new 
surroundings before called m for 
heavy service and this can only be 
done by taking him to his new home 
early in the season, Furthermore, the 
‘sire should be fitted for his work by 
special care and feed, and it is much 
easier for a man to take care of one 
than for the breeder to care for a con- 
siderable number. In other words, 
the man who buvs a single sire of 
breed and takes him home, has the 
best opportunity in the world to give 
him a little extra feed and other ape: - 
ial attention he may require.
